The Commission Meets and 
Disíusses Matters. 


BBPOST ON THE INSIDE SYSTEM. 


The Storm Drains to be Separated 
From the Sewer System 
Proper. 


The Sewer Commission met yesterday 
afternoon, ex-Mayor Toberinan in the 
chair in the absence of Chairman Wells, 
who sent a telegram from Sacramento 
stating that he coaid not be present. 
Those present were: Messrs. Jackson, 
Jndson, 
Hansen, 
Breed, Workman, 
Hamilton, Good and Culver, and Council­ 
man Shafer, Hamilton and Snmmerland. 
Mr. J. W. Hinton, who had been ap­ 
pointed to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of Hon. S. M. White, sent in 
a letter declining on the groand that his 
business would not permit. 
Upon the suggestion of Mr. Shafer, G. 
W. Knox was appointed in Mr. Hinton’s 
place. 
The Secretary read the list of the com­ 
mittees appointed by the Chairman and 
published in the H e r a l d . 
The majority of the Committee on the 
Interior Sewer 8ystem reported as fol­ 
lows: 
We deem It to be of th e utm ost im portance 
th at th e city of Loa Angeles be provided w ith a 
com plete and efficient sewer system as soon as 
possible. 
W e th in k w e are only called apon to report 
en th e several points of ■ sew er system , and 
not to presen t any detailed plan. We find 
First. I t is not desirable th at storm -water 
drains an d sew ers enonld be com bined, 
separate system should be h ad for each. 
Second. We recom m eud th at ¡th e sew ers be 
constructed at once and leave to th e future the 
o onstruetlon of an y extensive system of storm 
w ater drains. 
T hird. We find th at at a few points th e ac­ 
cum ulation of storm w ater is and has been a 
very objectionable feature, an d for th e relief of 
these points we recom m end th e constrnotlou of 
storm w ster d rain s discharging into the river. 
These drains should be few in num ber an d of 
m oderate cost. 
F ourth. 
We recom m end 
th at 
only salt 
S 
u e d vitrified pipe be used for sewers, and the 
sm eter of these pipes should not exceed 
tw enty-four Inches. 
For storm w ater drains 
cem ent pipes can be used. 
F ifth . It being highly probable th a t a large 
p a rt of th e sewage w ill be used for purposes of 
irrigation on lauds lying along both banks of 
th e Los Angeles river, south of th e city, we, 
therefore, recom m end tn at all th e sewage from 
lan d s e u t of the riv er be delivered on th e south 
boundary of th e city and e u t of th e river. Pro­ 
vision should be m ade for delivering the sew­ 
age a t th e follow ing points, nam ely, west bank 
of th e river, Ban Pedro street, and th e south­ 
w est oorner of th e city.

Councilman Hamilton 
reported

G e n tle m e n —As a m em ber 
of

City 
C ouncil, I shall he called upon to vote for a 
sew er ordinance, and w h e re u 1 do not fully 
en d o n e th e recom m endations as subm itted by 
th e m ajority report, I beg leave to be exoused 
from joining the signatures to th e said report, 
thereby leaving m yself free to vote ou other 
plans, should they be presented, u m y judg 
m en t dictates. 
The report of the committee was ac­ 
cepted and placed on file, as also was the 
letter from Mr. Hamilton. 
Mr. Cal ver, of the Committee on the 
Utilization of Sewage, reported progress, 
as also did the Committee ou Oatfall 
Sewers. Both asked for farther time, 
which was granted. 
Mr. Jadson moved that the Committee 
on the Interior SyBtem be requested to 
present at the next meeting a plan in 
detail of the entire committee. 
He 
thought this would be neceeeary. 
Mr. Jackson thought this would be too 
much work and was not to be ex­ 
pected. 
Mr. Jordan held that this was just 
what the committee should do. The 
people had got mixed up at the last elec­ 
tion and the whole thing should be thor­ 
oughly explained. 
Mr. Hansen said that the interceptors 
should be paid for by the bonds and the 
ether sewers by the people on the 
streets. 
Mr. Jackson exhibited a map of the 
Eaton system, and said that with a few 
modifications this was about the best that 
could be adopted. The direction of the 
sewage from Boyle Heights should be 
changed so as to ran down the east bank 
of the river. 
Mr. Breed said that the city went to 
considerable 
expense in having two 
prominent engineers examine the plans 
of Mr. Eaton, and he believed that the 
city would not make a mistake in adopt- 
his them, with a few modifications. 
Mr. 8h&fer wanted to know why the 
committee preferred pipe to brick. 
Mr. Jackson said because it cost less, 
but he did not know what the cost of 
either was. 
Mr. Haneen said that he would make 
it a point to have at the next meeting the 
cost of brick sewers and of pipe. 
Mr. Judson was added to the Commit 
tee on inside Sewers. 
Ex-Mayor Workman said that the 
Oatfall Committee thought 
the city 
shonld, in any case, obtain a right of 
way to the ocean so that the city should 
be independent. He would be ready to 
report in the matter later. 
Mr. Jackson moved that the Commis­ 
sion aak the Council to request the City 
Engineer to draft a plan according to the 
suggestions of the Commission. Carried. 
Messrs. Jackson, Culver and Hansen 
were of the opinion that the storm-water 
drains to be constructed should be kept 
entirely separated from the sewer system 
proper. 
Mr. Hansen moved that in the con 
Bideration of the question the two be 
kept separate. 
Ex-Mayor Workman said that he did 
not object to the segregating the two 
systems, but a part of the storm system 
had already been built and he thought 
it should be continued. 
Ex-Mayor Toberman believed that the 
two systems should be separated, and 
that the people should vote separately 
on the auestions. 
Mr. H ansen withdrew his motion, and 
Mr. Judson moved that the Council be 
requested hereafter to Bubmit to the 
people the sewer system, the storm- 
water system and the outfall sewer sys­ 
tem separately. After some discussion 
this motion was withdrawn. 
Adjourned for one week. 


THE FAIR CLOSED. 


I t P r e v e s a S u c c e s s U n d e r A d v e r s e 
C i r c u m s t a n c e * . 
By letting the programme take care of 
itself, and striking oat with original en­ 
tertainments which developed on the 
moment, the fourth and last day of the 
Downey fair was made the most inter- 
sating of the exhibition, and the success 
of the fair, which at first had been 
doubtful, was an established fact. The 
baby show in the forenoon and the races 
after lunch kept the visitors busy all 
day. and allowed no time for grumbling 
at the paucity of aome of the exhibits. 
This year’s fair of the Los Angeles Agri­ 
cultural Society has been held under a 
great many difficulties. 
In the first 
plaoe the President of the association, 


H. L. Montgomery, who lives at Rivera, 
because of the jealousy existing between 
the two towns, refused to eerve, sent in 
his resignation and made no attempt to 
aid the enterprise.

N e w Y o r k , October 11.—An electric 
linem an met with a horrible death at the 
corner of Center and Chambers streets 
this afternoon, from contact with an elec­ 
tric light wire. 
He was employed by 
the W estern Union Company, and pre­ 
sented a terrible sight, as he died on a 
network of wires in m idair, while the 
deadly fluid actually made his body siz­ 
zle and the blood pour out on the side­ 
walk and over the clothes of horrified 
spectators. The accident, occurring in 
th e middle of the day in one of the 
busiest parts of the city, was witnessed 
by a large crowd of people. The m an’s 
body lay lim p and motionless over the 
m ass of wires attached to the crosstrees 
•f the pole. Some firemen brought out 
a ladder and one went up with a pair of 
shears to cut the wires. The lineman 
was found to be dead. 
The m an’s face was turned toward the 
walk. 
The wire in fifteen minutes had 
burned off half the face of the victim. 
The left arm was also seen to be burn­ 
ing, and in a very few seconds the blue 
flames spurted out from various parts of 
th e body.

The 
subject of the report, proportionate repre­ 
sentation, to which it is opposed, is one 
of the most im porant to be voted on by 
th e present convention. 
A message from the H ouse of Bishops 
was received, announcing consent to the 
consecration of Rev. Drs. Morris and 
Spalding as Bishops of Oregon and Col­ 
orado, respectively. 
The House then went into Committee 
of the Whole on the report in favor of 
several changes in the present hym nal’s 
additions. 
Rev. Dr. Nelson, Secretary 
of the committee, presented the report 
and spoke in favor of its adoption.

H ill Burgwin moved that the m atter be 
referred to the 
Committee 
of the 
Whole, 
and 
to

general 
discussion that might occupy their time 
until the end of the session. The motion 
carried and the House went into 
Committee of the Whole. It was decided 
that the hym ns should be called by their 
numbers, one by odo, and that each 
hym n to which no objection is made 
shall be considered approved. 
After some consideration and comment, 
it was decided chat the Committee of the 
Whole was incompetent to revise the 
hym nal, and the m atter was referred 
back to the HouM of Bishops.

W hat Doei I t Kean—Hints a t Jury 
Fixing—Newspaper R eport­ 
ers Puzzled. 


Am l h i n r A R e p r e s e n t a t io n . 
There lies upon our desk the report of 
the Eleventh F ruit Growers' Conven­ 
tion, which was held at San Diego in 
April of last spring, under the auspices 
of the State H orticultural Society. It is 
a quite bulky pam phlet, devoted to re­ 
porting the routine proceedings of the 
convention, and pieced out by contribu­ 
tions under special heads. 
Amongst 
these is an article contributed by T. S. 
Van Dyke under the title of “ The Horti­ 
cultural Resources of California.” Any 
article which appears in an official pub­ 
lication ought to have a strict regard for 
the truth, and it seems to ub that the con­ 
tribution in question is singularly lacking 
in this regard. 
Its failure may he the 
rosnlt of ignorance or partiality, or both 
—we have of course no intention to he 
personally insulting to Mr. Van Dyke— 
bnt its m isrepresentations are certainly 
most egregious. 
Mr. Van Dyke say s: “ The area of land 
"available for fruit-growipg in the five 
"eonthern counties, which include all 
"th a t is generally called Southern Cali­ 
fo rn ia , is about three million acres. 
"T h is does not include any of w hat ie 
"know n as the Mojave or the Colorad 
"D esert. * * * 
Of these three million 
"acres lying on the western slope of the 
"lan d , and under the Pacific rain belt, 
"about five hundred and fifty thousand 
"acres in the connty of San Diego, three 
"hundred thousand in the county of San 
"B ernardino, six hundred thousand in 
"th e county of Los Angeles, three hun- 
"drod thousand in V entura and three 
hundred 
thousand 
in 
Santa Bar* 
^KsSrJr ctJUnty—over two million aeree 
"in 
all—are 
soil 
that 
would 
be 
"called first rate in any State, or under 
" th e sun. 
Ten years ago it would have 
"been conceded such by the most ex- 
"perienced sneerer at the ‘cow counties’ 
"w ho could have laid aside his conceit 
"long enongh to exam ine it. The re- 
"m aining million is land that any one 
" te n years ago m ight justly enongh have 
"pronounced worthless. But the world 
"haa moved since then, and it has been 
"discovered to be aB good as any land for 
"m any of the m ost valuable fruits, while 
"th e elevation of moet of it above the 
"Une of killing frosts makes it specially 
"valuable for m any things.” 
Nothing could be more misleading 
than this statem ent. Out of a total area 
of abont three million and a half acres, 
Los Angeles connty is accorded six hun­ 
dred thousand acres of land adapted to 
fruit culture, "as good as land in any 
S tate, or under the sun.” In a fit of un­ 
accountable generosity, this ingenuous 
w riter adm its th at Los Angeles county is 
ahead of San Diego county some fifty 
thousand acres in lands adapted to the 
beet results in fruit culture. We think 
th a t we have a right to protest against 
the adm ission of such arrant nonsense 
into the pages of a publication issued 
nnder grave official sanction. 
I t may be very gravely questioned as 
to w hether there are five hundred and 
-fifty thousand acres of land in San Diego 
connty perfectly adapted to fruit culture, 
b ut there can be no possible question 
th at patience and the development of 
w ater will do great things in our neigh­ 
boring connty. T he H e r a l d has d o de­ 
sire to detract from the just claims of 
th a t section. 
But we do moet decidedly 
object to wholesale depreciation of Los 
Angelos county. Of the upwards of three 
million acres of Loe Angeles county quite 
one million five hundred thousand acres 
ato perfectly 
adapted 
to 
fruit cul­ 
ture 
now, without the necessity of 
-developing water. 
No dispassionate 
m an could go over the two counties 
w ithout being im pressed with the fact 
th a t the ability of this connty for produc­ 
tion is easily ten tim es that of San Diego 
connty. 
Our rainfall is much greater, 
our land lies better and our soil is richer, 
fian Diego can achieve nothing in the 
line of making herself ticher and more 
attractive which will not receive onr 
sym pathy and co-operation, bnt we pro­ 
test against bald misrepresentation of 
Los Angeles connty, especially in publi­ 
cations which are issued by the State, 
and which consequently have the greater 
power for mischief. 


A n u m b e r of the public-spirited ladies 
of Los Angeles are making preparations 
for a chrysanthem nm fair, which, we are 
assured, will be the greatest success 
over achieved in Southern California. 
Few people are aware of the infinite 
variety of this exqnisite flower, 
the 
different species rnnning up to a thou­ 
sand. Angeleflos ought to support with 
special enthusiasm all movements cal- 
cnlated to dem onstrate that this is the 
land of flowers. The movement is under 
the patronage of the ladies who made 
the preceding Flower Festivals such a 
great source of refined enjoyment. 
It is 
a curious circumstance that though the 
rose, oleander and heliotrope grow here 
to be veritable trees, and though almost 
all exotics flourish in the open air in our 
severest winters, our people are never­ 
theless content to allow eastern firm s to 
have a monopoly of the sale of flower 
seeds and roots. No doubt these Flower 
Festivals will have a great effect in stim u­ 
lating the cultivation of flowers as 
business. A beginning in this line was 
made on the Centinela rancho last year, 
where im mense quantities of roses were 
grown in midwinter for exportation to 
Philadelphia and New York, where they 
were in great dem and. 
The coming 
festival is in meet com petent hands, and 
the H e r a l d will take great pleasure in 
laying the details of the programme be­ 
fore its readers at a later day.

C h i c a g o , October 11.—Three new sus­ 
pects were arrested by the police this 
afternoon for alleged complicity in the 
m urder of Dr. Cronin. The greatest 
mystery prevails around the Criminal 
Court building where the men are con­ 
fined. The first information of these 
im portant proceedings was given by the 
State’s Attorney in Judge McConnell’s 
court room at 2 o'clock this afternoon 
when Judge Lcngenecker asked that the 
court adjenrn until tomorrow. He said he 
had im portant business regarding some 
new 
developments of the case, and 
would be busy. Judge McConnell granted 
the request. Chief of Police Hubbard 
Captain Schuttler, Judge Longenecker 
and Attorneys Mills and Ingham at once 
went to the State’s A ttorney's office, 
where they held a long consultation be­ 
hind closed doors. 
The three prisoners 
wero shortly after taken into the State’s 
Attorney’s office, and other men were 
brought in during the afternoon and 
evening. The utmost secrecy was pre­ 
served by every one in authority. 
At 11:30 tonight eeven men were in 
the State’s Attorney’s office, presumably 
undergoing examination. 
At that hour 
Attorney Milla came out, and to a score 
of waiting reporters reiterated the state­ 
ment made by the State’s Attorney early 
in the evening, that absolutely no infor 
ination would be given out until tomor­ 
row.

He also held a brief conversation with 
the Chancellor, aud subsequently enter­ 
ing a carriage, they drove to the Russian 
Em bassy at a fast trot the entire dis­ 
tance. 
Salutes were fired and the streets were 
plentifully decorated w ith 
flags and 
buutiug, but the crowds did not cheer as 
the Czar passed along. 
Em peror Wil­ 
liam took his departure from the Russian 
Embassy after rem aining there a few 
minutes. Bismarck rem ained and held 
couversation with the Czar lasting 
twenty minutes longer. 
^ Em peror William returned to the R us­ 
sian Embassy to attend a dejeuner given 
by the Russian Ambassador. 
Count 
Suhonvaloff welcomed the Czar, and 
called for three cheers for H ie Majesty. 
There was a hearty response. 
The Czar, 
speaking in French, toasted Emperor 
W illiam. The two Emperqrs conversed 
animatedly during the repast. 
In the afternoon the Czar drove out in 
an open carriage, surrounded by cavalry. 
He visited the ex-Empresses Augusta aud 
Victoria. On returning to the Embassy, 
the Czar retired for a short tim e for rest 
and quiet. 
At 2:30 o’clock Prince Bismarck ar­ 
rived, and rem ained in conference with 
the Czar until 0 o’clock. The Chancellor, 
upon leaving, was escorted to hiscarriage 
by Count Schouvaloff, the Russian Am­ 
bassador. 
A dinner in honor of the Czar was 
given this evening iu the hall at* the 
Schloss. The Czar i-at bq£ween the E m ­ 
peror and Em press, facing Prince Bis­ 
marck. 
The Emperor, in coasting the 
Czar, said : “ I drink to the welfare of my 
honored friend and guest, the Emperor 
of Russia, aud to tho continuance of 
the friendship which has existed be­ 
tween our houses for over a hundred 
years, and which I am resolved to cher­ 
ish as a li-gacy from my ancestors.” 
Tne Czar, replying iu French, thanked 
the Em peror for his friendly sentim ents, 
and drank to his welfare. 
Turning then 
to Prince Bismark. the Czar raised his 
glass and drank to the Chancellor, who 
s ‘ood up, emptied Lie glass and bowed 
deeply. There was a sim ilar exchange 
of courtesies between Em peror W illiam 
and the Russian Em bassador. 
Ex-E m ­ 
press Victoria will give a dinner in 
honor of the Czar tomorrow. 
Tonight the Czar attended a gala per­ 
formance at the Royal Opara House. 
The Czar sat bet «e n the Emperor and 
Em press. The Grand Duke George and 
xnemberB of tbe German royal family 
were present. 
At the conclusion of the 
performance tbe Czar and his son re­ 
turned to the Russian Em bassy. 
L o n d o n , October 11 —The Berlin cor­ 
respondent of the Daily New» say s: The 
Czar's toast at the bauquet was couched 
in the fewest possible words, which were 
hardly audible. The impression pro 
duced was like a cold draught. Tbe 
presence of 
Prince Bismarck at the 
opera house caused a sensation, as be 
had not attended an opera or concert in 
tw enty years previously, not oven being 
present on the occasion of the celebra­ 
tion of the late Em peror W illiam’s 90th 
birthday.

Oar Thirty-Third Volume. 
This num ber opens the thirty-third 
volume of the H sk a ld. 
During the past 
seventeen years this journal has been 
part of the history of Los Angeles county 
and its pages have reflected and stim u­ 
lated our development. It has given its 
party during these years a manly and 
Independent exponent, and its section an 
intelligent and indefatigable champion. 
There ie no occasion for extended com­ 
m ent upon our change of volume, the 
xeflections incident to it being obvious to 
th e reader. 
W e shall simply promise 
th a t the past history of the H erald is an 
earnest of its future. 


Am Ahiurd Representation 
There lies upon our desk the report of 
the Eleventh F ruit Growers’ Conven 
tion, which was bald at San Diego in 
April of last spring, under the auspices 
of the State H orticultural Society. It is 
a quite bulky pam phlet, devoted to re­ 
porting the routine proceedings of the 
convention, and pieced out by contribu­ 
tions under special hesdB. 
Amongst 
these is an article contributed by T. S. 
Van Dyke under the title of “ The Horti­ 
cultural Resources of California.” Any 
article which appears in an official pub­ 
lication onght to have a strict regard for 
the truth, and it seems to us that the con­ 
tribution in question is singularly lacking 
in this regard. 
Its failure may he the 
result of ignorance or partiality, or botti 
—we have of course no intention to be 
personally insulting to Mr. Van Dyke— 
but its m isrepresentations are certainly 
most egregious. 
Mr. Van Dyke says: “ The area of land 
“ available for fruit-growing in the five 
“ southern counties, which include all 
“ th at is generally called Southern Cali­ 
f o r n ia , is about three million acres. 
“ This does not include any of what ie 
“ known as the Mojave or the Colorad¿ 
“ Desert. * 
* * 
Of these three million 
“ acres lying on the western slope of the 
“ land, and under the Pacific rain belt, 
“ abont five hundred and fifty thousand 
“ acres in the county of San Diego, three 
“ hundred thousand in the county of San 
“ Bernardino, six hundred thousand in 
“ the county of Los Angeles, three hun- 
“ dred thousand in V entura and three 
“ hundred 
thousand 
in 
Santa Bar- 
"1*E2rk county—over two million acres 
“ in 
all—are 
soil 
that 
would 
be 
“ called first rate in any State, or under 
“ the sun. 
Ten years ago it would have 
“ been conceded such by the most ex- 
“ perienced sneerer at the 'cow counties’ 
“ who could have laid aside his conceit 
“ long eoongh to exam ine it. The re- 
“ m aining million is land th at any one 
“ ten years ago might justly enough have 
“ pronounced worthless. 
But the world 
“ has moved since then, and it has been 
“ discovered to be as good as any land for 
“ m any of the moat valuable fruits, while 
“ the elevation of most of it above the 
“ line of killing frosts m akes it specially 
“ valuable for m any things.” 
Nothing could be more misleading 
than this statem ent. Out of a total area 
of abont three million and a half acres, 
Los Angeles county is accorded six hun­ 
dred thousand acres of land adapted to 
fruit culture, “ as good as land in any 
State, or under the su n.” In a fit of un 
accountable generosity, this ingenuous 
w riter adm its that Los Angeles county is 
ahead of 6an Diego county some fifty 
thousand acres in lands adapted to the 
best results in fruit culture. 
We think 
th a t we have a right to protest againBt 
the admission of such arrant nonsense 
into the pages of a publication issued 
nnder grave official sanction. 
I t may be very gravely questioned as 
to w hether there are five hundred and 
fifty thousand acres of land in San Diego 
county perfectly adapted to fruit culture, 
b u t there can be no possible question 
'th a t patience and the development of 
w ater will do great things m our neigh­ 
boring county. The H e r a l d has no de­ 
sire to detract from the just claims of 
th a t section. 
B at we do most decidedly 
object to wholesale depreciation of Los 
Angelos county. Of the upwards of three 
million acres of Loe Angeles county quite 
one million five hundred thousand acres 
a re perfectly 
adapted 
to 
frnit cul­ 
ture 
now, without the necessity of 
•developing water. 
No dispassionate 
m an could go over th e two counties 
w ithout being impressed with the fact 
th a t the ability of this county for produc­ 
tion iseaeily ten times that of San Diego 
eoanty. 
Our rainfall is much greater, 
our land lies better and our soil is richer. 
San Diego can achieve nothing in the 
line of making herself richer and more 
attractive which will not receive our 
sym pathy and co-operation, bat we pro­ 
test against bald misrepresentation of 
Los Angeles connty, especially in publi­ 
cations which are issued by the State, 
and which consequently have the greater 
power for mischief.

Few people are aware of the infinite 
variety of this exquisite flower, the 
different species running up to a thou­ 
sand. 
Angelefios ought to support with 
special enthusiasm all movements cal­ 
culated to demonstrate that this is the 
land of flowers. The movement is under 
the patronage of the ladies who made 
the preceding Flower Festivals such 
great source of refined enjoyment. 
It is 
a carious circumstance that though the 
rose, oleander and heliotrope grow here 
to be veritable trees, and though almost 
all exotics flourish in the open air in our 
severest winters, our people are never­ 
theless content to allow eastern firm s to 
have a monopoly of the sale of flower 
seeds and roots. No doubt these Flower 
Festivals will have a great effect in stim u­ 
lating the cultivation of flowers as 
business.

Judge McConnell granted 
th e request. Chief of Police H ubbard, 
Captain Schuttler, Judge Longenecker 
and Attorneys Mills and Ingham at once 
went to the State’s Attorney’s office, 
where they held a long consultation be­ 
hind closed doors. The three prisoners 
were shortly after taken into the State’s 
Attorney’s office, and other men wert 
brought in during the afternoon and 
evening. The utmost secrecy was pre­ 
served by every one in authority. 
At 11:30 tonight eeven men were in 
the State’s Attorney’s office, presumably 
undergoing examination. At that hoar 
Attorney Mills came out, and to a score 
of waiting reporters reiterated the state­ 
m ent m ade by the State's Attorney early 
in the evening, that absolutely no infor­ 
m ation would be given out until tomor 
row.
